California’s 100-year-old State 
Capitol, declared an earthquake 
hazard, has become the center of 
debate over the expansion of 
legislative facilities in 
Sacramento, according to 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy, 
who says two proposals on the 
subject have been introduced in 
the State Senate. 

The first would build an 
entirely new legislative complex 
while turning the old State 
Capitol into a museum, The 
second would make an addition 
to the newer east wing of the

ANTI-TRUST 
STUDY ASKED IN 


UFW BOYCOTT 


SACRAMENTO — The State 
Board of Agriculture 
unanimously passed a resolution 
today urging an invertigation 
into the possibility of violations 
of federal anti-trust laws by the 
United Farm Workers and 
certain Massachusetts food 
chains. 

The resolution, directed to 
the California Department of 
Food and Agriculture, alleges 
that First National Stores, Purity 
Supreme, Star Markets, and 
Stop and Shop Markets, all of 
Boston, and the UFW are acting 
together as retailers individually 
with or at the instigation of the 
UFW to deny California 
marketers of fresh iceberg 
lettuce and grapes a right to the 
market place. 

The resolution further urges 
that if the investigation bears 
out the charges, the Department 
file an appropriate anti-trust 
violation complaint with the 
Federal Trade Commission for 
immediate action. ° 

The resolution was 
introduced by Board Member 
Jack Pandol, a grower from 
Delano, to protect California’s 
table grape industry, which 
brings some $186 million dollars 
to the state’s economy. 

Copies of the resolution were 
sent to the President of the 
United States, Attorney General, 
Secretary of Agriculture, 
Secretary of Labor, National 
Labor Relations Board, 
Delegates to the Congress, 
National Association of Food 
Chains in Washington, D.C., 
Chairmen of the Boards of the 
various food chains involved, 
Massachusetts Senate President, 
and the Massachusetts Senate 
Clerk-Parliamentarian.

Capitol to full use. 

The old Capitol has become a 
symbol of California history and 
a landmark of Sacramento. Most 
legislators agree that it should be 
utilized in some capacity in the 
future. 

Museum proponents say most 
of the state’s historical papers 
and memorabilia are being 
housed in inadequate 
warehouses throughout 
Sacramento, Because many of 
the warehouses are located on 
the city’s river waterfronts, the 
historical papers have been 
continually subjected to water 
and rodent damage. An old 
Capitol museum would give a 
final, safe structure for housing 
these documents. 

Other legislators argue that 
the old State Capitol has been 
the seat of government since the 
1860’s and should be retained. 
By completely revitalizing the 
old Capitol, the floor space 
would be appreciably increased 
over present office space. The 
addition to the East Wing would 
also increase office capacity. 

The Legislature has begun to 
formulate plans for increased 
legislative space through a 
separate bill (AB2572). If 
passed, it would set aside land 
near the Capitol for future 
legislative buildings. 

There are legislators who are 
concerned that one crucial 
element has been left out in the 
planning process - the public’s 
attitude toward the future of the 
old State Capitol. 

Whether the old Capitol 
becomes a museum or continues 
to be the seat of government, it 
will be tax dollars that will be 
used for the project.

California’s fairs and expositions 
under supervision of the State 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture not only pay their 
Own way, but have such a 
substantial economic impact on 
Californians that if thought of as 
a single industrial concern they 
would rank as the 59th major 
industry in the state, 

That is one of the highlights 
of a report on “The California 
Fair Industry” by the’ Security 
Pacific National Bank, which 
studied fairs and their group 
economic impact at the request 
of the state legislature, thé 
department, and the Western 
Fairs association. 

Altogether, the 50 district 
fairs, 24 county fairs, two citrus 
fairs and the one state fair (Cal 
Expo) generated more than 
$159 million in transactions 
(sales) in 1971, the year of the 
study. Of this amount, a sum 
“‘between $14.9 million and 
$18.7 million is returned to the 
state in the form of sales, 
parimutual and personal income 
state taxes, approximately twice 
the $8 million expended on fair 
support,” the report stated. 

The report, in two volumes, 
was presented to 
Assemblywoman Pauline Davis, 
chairman of the Joint Legislative 
Committee on Fairs Allocation 
and Classification. 

Not only do fairs perform a 
valuable and appreciated service 
for the state’s citizens but they 
are considered a “resource” in 
the areas in which they are 
located, particularly in areas 
which would be unable to 
develop their own facilities for 
economic reasons, the report 
noted, 

Other conclusions from ,the 
report: 

The Fair industry contributes 
or supports an estimated $617 
million to $795 million annually 
to the gross state product. 

Industries located near or on 
access routes to fairgrounds 
receive an estimated 10 percent 
increase in sales or $50 to $75 
million that can be attributed 
directly to fairs or large interim 
activities. 

The greatest proportion of 
most fairs’ attendance is drawn 
from the immediate county and

there is a definite relationship 
between rural population and 
fair attendance. 

Fairs contribute heavily to 
the education of California’s 
youth. Some 40,000 4-H 
members and 10,000 Future 
Farmers of America participated 
in work projects displaying beef, 
dairy animals, swine, sheep and 
goats. Studies have shown that 
75 percent of the farmers in 
California under the age of 50 
started in those competitions. 

More than: one million 
students from throughout the 
state visit the fairs annually for a 
first-hand look at agricultural 
exhibits and animals. Many of 
these are urban raised students 
lacking in knowledge of the 
source of foodstuffs. 

The greatest participation 
between fairs is of a social or 
cultural nature. About 
13,000,000 people and an 
estimated 4,000 organizations 
used fair facilities during interim 
periods, or nearly two-thirds of 
the state’s population. 

The most important single 
facet in stimulating attendance is 
agricultural exhibits. The 
agricultural industry is an 
historical lure for attendance. 
This is supported by a study in 
Alameda County, basically 
urban, showing 22.63 percent of 
the attendees of the fair came 
because of the exhibits. 


Gross income by categories of 


the 77. state fairs 
Department 
Agriculture jurisdiction during 
the study year are as follows:

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ANTICS OF “‘HORSELESS CARRIAGE"’ 
DRIVERS LED TO LICENSE PLATES 


LOS ANGELES — Serious 
measures had to be taken some 
70 years ago because “‘horseless 
carriage” drivers who received 
summonses for frightening 
horses and injuring pedestrians 
rarely bothered to show up in 


_ court at the designated time. 


In most cases, reports the 


National Automobile club, the 


offenders couldn’t be traced. 
They made mighty sure of that 
by giving fictitious names and 
addresses to the arresting 
officers. 

Such were the shenanigans 
that led to the evolution of 
automobile license plates. Its 
marked beginning came on April 
25, 1901, when New York saw 
fit to require the registration of 
cars and the display of tags. 
Each owner had to pay a 
registration fee of one dollar, 
had to provide a tag that bore 
his initials in letters three inches 
high. And that first year the fees 
brought New York $954. 

This idea of requiring vehicle 
registration caught on in other 
states too. After all, they too 
had no lack of apprehended 
drivers who got away with 
hiding their true identity. 

After receiving registration 
numbers, owners planned how 
to display them. Some made the 
job simple by just painting the 
numbers on the rear ends of 
their cars or on the glass 
coverings of the headlights,

Japanese Food Buyers To Visit State 


SACRAMENTO ~—- 
Thirty-two top Japanese food 
executives will arrive in 
California September 16 to 
begin a 15-day shopping tour 
through the state’s specialty 
farms and packing houses. 

A report on the unique event, 
called “California Agri-Tour,” 
was made in Sacramento to the 
State Board of Agriculture by 
Harry Krade, assistant director 
of the Department of Food and 
Agriculture, who said the 


Agri-Tour .is the first of its kind 
in the west and has the support 
of Governor Ronald Reagan. 

“The primary purpose of the 
visit is to bring together 
potential buyers and sellers in 
direct personal contact,” Krade 
said. California producers and 
packers have been advised to 
bring their order books to 
meetings with the Japanese. 

At present Japan is a $1.4 
billion dollar market for U.S. 
farm products, with California 
sharing about $70 to $80 million 
of this market. Krade, an 
agricultural economist and a 
lawyer, told the board that 
many producers feel California 
can do much better.
